Editor Yeo.\ian: Iu your estimate of the 
probable state of par.ies in the Senate of Ken- 
tucky, you have overlooked a fact hearing on tlie 
question, and from which we anticipate a difl'cr- 
ence of two in the relative count in favor ol the 
Democracy. The fact alluded to is, that the 
Hon. Landaft' W. Andrews, (better known as 
Wat Andrews,) the Onposition Senator (elected 
in 1857 by the Know-Nothings) from the district 
composed of tbe counties of Fleming, Nicholas, 
and Rowai', in a public speech at Mount Carmel, 
i 1 Fleming county, on Friday next preceding the 
late election, pledged himself, in a certain con- 
tingency, to resign his seat in the Senate. Tiiut 
contingency was the election of H. B. Dobyns, 
the Democratic candidate, for the House of Rep 
resentativea. The contingency, on the happen- 
ing of which Mr. Andrews pledged himself to 
resign, has actually happened; for Mr. Dibyns 
his actually been elected. A new election, 
therefore, for .Mr. Andrews' successor must be 
held ere long; for his reaignation, if not already 
e.xecuted, will doubtless be duly forwarded to the 
Governor. Should any delay in transmitting the 
resignation apparently take place, it is believed it 
will i.nly be till Gov. Magoffin shall be inaugu- 
rated, from the fear that the Know Nothing Gov- 1 
ernor, Morehcad, might be inclined to ignore the 
act. But tiiere will be ample time in which to 
elect a new Stnator, after Gov. Magoffin's inau- 
guration, in good season to take his seat. The 
Democracy are already prepared for the contest, 
and will lose no time in looking round for a can- 
didate, as their general preference has been al- 
ready indicated in behalf ol Charles .M. Fleming, 
a gentleman of high character, ability, and popu- 
larity, who will hand-iomely beat any Opposition- I 
ist venturing in the race. You may entertain no | 
doubt whatever of Andrews' firm determination 
to resign, and thus create a vacancy to be filled by 
a Democrat. His pledge was too solemn to be 
reconsidered or recalled. He ina'le it openly, 
voluntarily, and with such evidences of deep, 
earnest, sincere emotion, evinced by copious tears 
in the sight of a large assemblage of men and 
women of both parties, that eveiy one was fully 
p-.-rsuaded of the good faith with wlii^h he vol- 
unteered the pledge. After so signal a manifes- 
tation of his purpose, it may be safely assumed, 
entirely to his credit, too, that he is unwilling to 
misrepresent his constituents, and that, unsus- 
tained by the approbation and confidence of tl e 
people, his seat iu the Senate has no longer any 
attraction fur him; but, on the other hand, would 
prove a torture rather. 

When Benedict swore he would die a bachelor 
he did'nt think he would live to get marrieil; ai d 
St) it has been said that when Andrews declared 
he would not again take his seat in the Senate, 
he did'nt believe Dobyns would be elected; but 
this is only a witty effort on the part of An- 
drews admirers to induce him to ignore his 
pledge, which he cannot but legard as more funny 
than moral. The eft'ort, however, will not be 
successlul; for whatever may be thought of Wat's 
politics, Mr. .Andrews is an earnest and upright 
man, who will vindicate his personal truth and 
honor by the faithful redemption of his volunta y 
pledge. Nobody hereabout indulges the .slightest 
doubt of this. So you may confidently anticipate 
his resignation, prepare for a new election, and 
revise your political catalogue by adding another 
Democratic Senator, in place of an ex-Know- 
Nothing Oppositionist, resigned, which will make 
a difference of two in the count of the relative 
strtngth of parties.

Additional by the Nova Scotlan. 
New York, August 8. — It is reported that 
Count Walewski has submitted apian for the 
confederation of Italy. It is to comprise seven 
States, and the Presidency is nominally given to 
the Pope, but in reality to the Kings of Sardinia 
and Naples alternately. The strong places to be 
garrisoned by the federal troops are Gaesta, Man- 
tua, and Placinza. The votes in the F'e leral Diet, 
according to this proposition, are to be divided 
as follows: Parma, 1; Alodena, 1; the Pope, 2; 
Tuscany, 2; Sardinia. 3; and Naples, 3. 

Orial Britain. — In the Hou-^e of Lords, Lord 
Lynduurst defended himself from the charges of 
Mr. Bright on account of the warning von-e be 
raise<l, and asked if the Admiralty were awa • 
that the French were arming their fleets with 
rifled cannons? The Duke ot Somerset replied 
in the aflirmative, and said that although England 
had improved cannon in progress of manufacture, 
they could not be ready for some time- 
In the Hoii«c of Commons Sir De Lacey Evans 
moved lor the appointment of a commission to 
in(|uire in'.o the natioi al defenses, and report what 
improvements were possible. 

It is understood that the government has 
assented to the substance of the residution. The 
government, iiowever, would not assent to the 
motion, but were willing to the appointment of a 
committee to inquire what permanent fortifica- 
tions were necessary for the defense of the dock- 
yard and arsenals. Sir De Lacey Evans' resolu- 
tion was negatived. 

Tin- Paris correspondent of the London Times 
is informed that the English L'overnment has 
offered to send a representative to the peace con- 
gress, provided that France disarms, and that the 
French Emperor agreed to do so on condition 
that England did the same. England consent- 
ed on condition of a general disaimanient by 
land and sea; that France will begin the move- 
ment, and that the English government is very 
well satisfied with the conduct of the Fiencb Em- 
peror. 

The Independence Pelgc gives a report that 
the pro osition for a disarmament proceeded in 
the first instance from Napoleon. 

It is asserted that a military convention be- 
tween France and Austria, relative to Italy, has 
been concluded, ami that Lombardy is to take a 
fair share of the natio: al debt 

The iMtest — London, Julij 27/A. — M. Dem- 
brios, a very cnlighieiied ma , has been named as 
the Sardinian picnip ■leiiliary to the conference at 
Zurich; Austria, however, refuses to meet any 
Sardinian rep esentalive. but will leave it open to 
Sardinia to accede to the treaty after its conclu- 
sion by Austria and France. 

The Duke of Tiiscmy has exore«sed his wil- 
lingness to abilicite in favor of his son, who 
pnmises a coiHtiluiion, but the Tuscans object 
aliogether to the uyimsty. 

It is said that the Emperor Napoleon will 
make his entry into Paris on the 14di of August, 
at the hea I of a part of the ariny of Italy. 

The .M.initeurde la Flotte, ti e government or- 
gan, says that Denmark h is ceded the island of 
St. Thomas to the United States. 

Sardinia — Le Nord ."ays that one of the first 
acts of the new min-strv will be to put an end 
to the present ilictaturship, and frame an electo- 
ral bill, "pnlieabie to Lombardy. A dissolution 
will then t ike place in order to effect in new 
cliamliers a eomplele fusion of Piedmont and 
Lombardy. The King will pre.siile, and the par- 
liament (it in allcri.ate years at Turin and Mi 
Ian. 

The Turin jiurnals say that the army rein- 
forced bv recruits in Lomfjardv is to be raised to 
2U1),000 men. 

(Jen. Garibaldi has had a confidential interview 
with Gen. .Mormora, at Hrescia, on the 15th ulti- 
mo. He slated that he had 12.0110 men, and his 
force continued to increase. He expressed con- 
fi lencc in the King of Sardinia not forsaking the 
Italian cause 

A Milan letter in the Lon Ion Times pays that 
Gen. Garibaldi is about to remove to the Appe- 
nines. There will be a gathering of 5 000 v. 4 
unteers in the Rornagna, and Garibaldi's corps 
added to that of i\Iezzi>capo will form an army 
capable of securing the independence of Central 
Italy at least against any Roman or Neapolitan 
force.

Wtiy Austria .Tlade Peace. 

I A Bci lin (Prussia) corre.sixmdent of the St. 
Loui.s Piepulilican tviites a.slbIlo\T.s: 

• It is generally believed that to Napoleon III 
is due the initiative of the armistice. Such is 
I the almost universal opinion ol the English, who 
affect to believe that he had began to be fright- 
ened by the st' rm which he had raised. Such 
[ IS the statement of the Prussian papers, all of 
which concur in saying, or intimating, • hat the 
hostile attitude of Prussia had al.irined him. 
Such is the belief of the Noith Germans gencrallv. 
I do not believe that Napoleon 111 his been in 
the least disturbed by the hosiile attitude of Ger- 
I many. I believe, on the contrary, that a war 
with Germany has been one of the objects of his 
Italian war, and conse((Uently I do not believe 
I that any apprehension of a war with Germany 
I has controlied his conduct in the matter of this 
arad.^tice. I attribute the suspension of war to 
an altogether different cause; to the perception 
by Austria of tiie fact that Protestant Germany 
is its natural enemy; that Prussia fwhicU has 
rapidly drifted from under Russian infiuence un- 
der that of England, and from despotic ideas to 
liberal ones,) i> its most dangerous rival, and 
most deadly foe: and that its true policy, as a 
Catholic despotism, is an alliance, on yiiincif le, 
and of feeling, and of interest ivith France and 
I Russia. Austria cannot but feci that it has been 
most shamefully treated in this Italian war by 
both England and Prus^ia; ni.d it cannot but sec, 
and feel, too, that the Prince Regent of Prussia 
h.as manifested the intensest eagerness to avail 
1 himself of Austria's danger and distress to aggran- 
j dize Prussia at the expense of the rest of Ger- 
! many; and iherefore, it .seems to me lobe most 
! probable that Austria ha? manifested a willingne.'S 
to treat with the Emferor of the French, upon 
bases which shall secure their future union and 
alliance as Catholic despotisms. For, indeed, 
Austria can more safely rely upon the moderation 
and the wisdom of Napoleon III than upon an 
European Congress. The Emperors seem to be 
j re-enacting w hat was done by France and Russia 
in the Crimean war. 
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iviaryland Convention. 

The Democratic State Convention of Mary- 
land, at its recent meeting, passeti the follow- 
ing among other resolutions: 

Resuloed. Th it upon the subject of slavery the 
Deniocracv of Maryland adhere to the time-hon- 
ored creed of their party and the principles and 
policy laid ilowii in their national plattorm of 
1H.'>2 and If-.T6; and that regarding this great 
question, solved and settled by the adpistment 
measures of Icoll ami the Kans.is.Nebra>ka act, 
and tint as applied, executed, and iraiiitaiiied in 
go(>d faith under the decision of the .Supreme 
Court of the United Slates in tiie Dred Scott 
case, there is no exigency requiring any' new issue 
to the subject. 

Uesotced, I'hat the Democratic party always 
maintained these measuresdistinctly ,and recognize 
the right of the people of the Territories where 
they live to form themselves into States, then to 
determine the question of slavery for themselves, 
and to be admitted into the Union with or with 
out slavery, as they shall so de ermine; and that 
in the meantime, under the Constitution of the 
United Slates, and as expressed by the Supreme 
Court in the Dred .Scott case, the right of all the 
tieople in all the States to their firoperty in the 
Territories are inviolable, and cannot be impaired 
by legislation, either directly or indirectly. 



BIat Froit Cautiouslv. — Fruit should not be in- 
dulged in between meals as 'hough it was a lux- 
ury, but used in moderation at meal time in the 
place of animal and other food. It should not 
lye eaten for deseit after a full meal has been 
made, as is usually done — a custom which cannot 
be too severely reprehended. Fruit may with 
safety be eaten at any meal, but it would be well 
to confine it to breakfast. 1'he old saying will be 
foi'nd true by practice: "Fruit is gold in the 
mori.ing, silver at noon, and lead at night." Let 
it constitute a part of the breakfast and be eaM n 
al no other period of the dav; let it be ripe and 
not eaten immediately, and incalculable benefits 
will arise from its use, both in preventing the ac- 
cess and staying the progress of disease during 
the summer and fall mouths.
